Danger at Home? 


As a people, we Americans do things in a mysterious 
way. We will do all in our power tq help release foreign 
nations from the hands of dictators.

BUDGET FORECAST 


Increased Revenue’ to County 
To Result in Lower Tax 
Rate Is Report 


ee 


As the result of anticipated in- 
creases in revenues to the county 
government, the 1941-42 taxes 
will bé approximately $200,000 
less than during 1940-41. 

The new budget is less than the 
previous budget by $31,326. The 
budget total is $5,607 ,526.45. 

Some of the money used for op- 
erating the county comes from 
sources other than taxes. Rev- 
enue other than taxes will pro- 
duce approximately $131,500 more 
than during the preceding fiscal 
year, according to an estimate by 
the county board of supervisors. 

Assessed valuation in the coun- 
ty will be higher than last year, 
which will also mean a broader 
tax base and a lower rate. 

C. EB. Grier, chairman of the 
board of supervisors, predicted a 
“substantial” reduction in the tax 
rate. The actual rate will be fix- 
ed after the supervisors 
the official assessed valuation fig- 
ures. ‘The supervisors will soon 
be in session as a board of equal- 
ization to hear any complaints 
from property owners as to their 
assessed valuation.
